. The fact that J. W. Mackey and 
General William J. Palmer will both 
arrive in Texas within a few days, has 
given rise to a rumor that Telfener’s 
interests in this State are to be consoli- 
dated “with those of the Palmer-Sulli- 
van syndicate. The road from Rosen- 
burg to Victoria, built by Connt 
Telfener, Mackay’s brother-in-law, 
and known asthe New York, Texas & 
Mexican, is a non-paying institution. 
Mackay’s money, in the main built 
the road, and it is hinted that he is 
-tired ot carrying a dead weight. 

Palmer, with his Mexican national 
enterprise, has been trying to reach 
Galveston, and also to goto Houston. 
Palmer’s road, in order to reach Gal- 
veston, will have to doa good deal of 
construction work, while Mackay, to 
make a paying investment, has built 
the Telener road to Houston, easterly, 
and to an indefinite distance west. It 
is rumored that the combination 
contemplates the reduction of the New 
York, Texas & Mexican to a narrow 
guage road, but Palmer is to build to 
it on the west and Mackay to furnish 
it on the east with the required Galves- 
ton and Houston connections, thus 
saving for both roads, construction 
expenses to @ large amount. 


Interesting to Turfmen. 
LOUISVILLE, November 22. 

A meeting ef turfmen called by 
Colonel M. L. Clark, President of the 
Louisville Jockey Club, to consider the 
question of weights and other turf in- 
terests, assembled here to-day. A 
committee reported a table embodying 
the sliding scales of Saratoga and the 
East, by completing a scale for De- 
cember, January, February, March 
and April. The weights for 2-year- 
olds, in races or stakes exclusively for 
them, is 105 pounds from January Ist 
to May ist, and 110 pounds for the re- 
} mainder of the year. In races or 
stakes exclusively for 3-year-olds, 110 
pounds from January ist to May Ist, 
and 118 pounds thereafter. Five 
pounds allowance is made for heat 
races, exclusively for 2 and 3-year- 
olds, Among the subjects of impor- 
tance discussed was the adoption of a 
rule making reinstatement impossible, 
after being ruled off a course. So 
many representative men never before 
attended a meeting of turfmen in 
America, A general and strong senti- 
ment in favor of stringent rules was 
expressed, that wiil make fraud on the 
turf practical y impossible. 


The iron Mountain Strikers. 

MILWAUKEB, November 52. 
An Iron Mountain dispatch ssys: 
No violence yet at the Chapin or Lud- 
ington mines, of Menomines county, 
but the officials have secretly sent for 
more police and it said that Governor 
Begale has been asked to forward a 
company of. militia as soon as pos- 
sible. The strikers have forced all 
employees to join their ranks. Pink- 
erton’s men are guarding the machin- 
ery. Several shots were fired Tues- 
day night by unknown parties, throw- 
ing women into violent hysterics and 
causing general alarm. The men 
number 1,500 and have posted notices 
warning others to keep away from the 
mines, They have demanded full 
pay, without a deduction of board bills 
or store accounts, butthe company re- 
fuse to accede to their demands.

Nema the East. 
Caino, November 22. 


The forces of Elmahdi comprise, it é 


is estimated, 300,000 men, including 
Dervishes, Bedouins, mulattoes, and 
regulars. In 4 battle fought in Ela- 
beid, at 8 P. M., Elmahdi sent forward 
the Dervishes, declaring they would 
vanquish the enemy by Divine aid. 

Subsequently the regulars joined in 
the attack, and later the engagement 
became general. Thearmy of Hicks 
Pasha, which early in the battle di- 
vided into two bodies, subsequently 
reunited and formed a square, which 
the forces of the False Prophet broke 
after three days desperate fighting. A 
council of Ministers was held, and it 
was decided to concentrate at Khar- 
toum what Egyptian troops remain at 
Duene, Goba, and other places in 
Soudan. The force under Hicks 
Pasha is comprised of 25,000 men. He 
had with him two British officers. 

Evelyn Baring has advised the Egyp- 
tian Government to abandon Soudan, 
and establish a strong frontier line 
from Khartoum, in the north of 
Senaar province, to Soukim, on the 
Red Sea, It is reported that the recent 
order for the evacuation of Egypt by 
the British troops has been counter- 
manded, 

Notwithstanding the above reports 
as to the number engaged in the battle, 
military correspondents of English 
papers have written that on the 8th of 
September, Hicks Pascha marched out 
of Khartoom with 7,000 regular 
infantry and 400 cavalry, of which 100 
were cuirasseiers and the remainder 
Bashi Bazouks. One battery of Krupp 
guns and two batteries of mountain 
guns are at Berair and Duem, en route 
to Elolid. Hicks Pasha was to be 
reinforced with 1,600 regular infantry 
and 1,000 additional Bashi Bazouks, 
making his total only about 10,000 men. 

Egyptian Army Annihilated. 
Catro, 8:25 a. M., November 22. 

The army of Hicks Pasha was de- 
stroyed by the forces of El Mahdi, the 
False Prophet. Intelligence of the 
disaster was brought to Khourtal by a 
coptic official. The fighting is said to 
have continued from the 3d to the 5th 
inst., and resulted in the complete 
annihilation of the Egyptian troops. It 
is stated that one European artist was 
the only person whoescaped. Official 
accounts state that the force under 
Hicks Pasha aggregated 10,500 men. 
Afier leaving the Nile en route to 
Elobeid, some eight posts were to be 
established to keep up the line of com- 
munication, which would require a 
total detail of nearly 3,000 men, leaving 
7,000 available forces to meet 20,000 
men reported under El Mohdi. Prom- 
inent Shieks under E! Mohdi, in Sep- 
tember claimed his forces numbered 
20,000, and that they had Remington 
guns and rockets, which they had 
taken from the Turks, but Mi Mahdi 
had forbidden their use, only the 
spear and sword to be uved in fighting 
men, 


The Farmers’ Growl. 

WINNIPEG, Man., November 21. 
Ata meeting last night of the farm- 
ers at Portage, La Prairie, speeches 
were made denouncing the wheat m o- 
nopoly as an unjust combination 
against the farmers. The following 
resolution was adopted unanmously:
